Almost there: church 
building work carries 
on, but nearly £7,000 
is still needed 


ONE of the delights of the building 
work being done at the parish church 
of St Mary’s, Hemyock has been the 
exposure of the 13th-Century founda¬ 
tions, which a number of visitors 
have been to view. 

The raised floor and pews in the 
North aisle have been removed and a 
new floor laid. 

A door has been knocked through 
from the new purpose-built toilet ex¬ 
tension to the church. 

The work is being carried out by 
local firm BK Construction under the 
watchful eye of Russ Palmer, Church 
Architect 

Church warden David Bawler said: 
“The total sum needed for the work 
to be carried out is £98,700. 

“Through grants and fundraising we 
have raised £92,000, but a further 
£6,700 is still needed. 


“Despite Spring’s earlier inclement 
weather, the work is on schedule and 
the congregation is looking forward 
to services resuming in the church as 
the past 12 weeks have seen us hold¬ 
ing services in the Church Room. 

“We are grateful to the team of 
cleaners who will have the rather odi¬ 
ous job of sweeping, vacuuming, and 
dusting.”
